To Get Education 


Voluntarily Contribute Annually for 
Support of Educational Insti- 
tutions, 

Native Filipinos are so desirous of 
obtaining education that 700,000 child- 
ren, or one-half of all the children of 
school age—from 6 to 18 years—are 
enrolled in the public schools of the 
islands, according to J. W. Osborne, 
chief of the academic division of the 
sureau of Education of the Philip- 
pine Islands, 

“We have not been able to make 
education compulsory,” said Mr. Os- 
borne, “because we have been unable 
to supply schools fast enough to give 
a place for every child of school age, 
but at that we have more than 700,000 
pupils in regular attendance, about 
half the number of children ftom 6 to 
18 years of age in the islands, and I 
belicve 90 per cent. of the remaining 
700,000 would go to the schools if we 
had the buildings and teachers with 
Which to receive them, so anxious are 
all the Filipinos, grown-ups and chil- 
dren alike to obtain an education. 
Our last legislature appropriated $15,- 
000,000 to be used entirely for educa- 
tional purposes within the next five 
years, The schools outside of Manila, 
where there is a large and steadily 
increasing forcign population, are at-

Civilian’s Petition 
"Yo the Honorable the House of Con- 
mans, in Parliment Assembled. 
The petition of the undersigned Elect- 
ors of the Domivion of Canada hum- 
bly showeth: 

That the Dominton of Canada owes 
a great debt of gratitude to all those 
who eplistetl in the Canadian Services 
during the Great War. 

That those who enlisted in these 
services were not inspired by mercen- 
ary motives to join a mercenary ariny 
hired to serve an arbilary power of 
the State, but were called forth by 
the declarations of Pariiment to de- 
fendi their own, and the liberties of Lhe 
British people, and to maintain those 
gust aud equitable laws and constitut- 
jones under which and 
happiness bave been assured to them 
by the wisdor and valor of their an- 


coeglors. 
That those who so enlisted, when 


ever called upon, bave in a true spirit 
of sacrifice, acquitted themselves to 
the honor and glory of their country 
with the result that the exceptional 
disdipline and valovof the Canadian 
Force bas been recoguized as not in- 
ferior to that of any other units that 
geryeal in the war. They never abun- 
doned vor lost any position gained; or 
entrusted io them; they never failed 
to gain or carry any objective assign- 
edto them. They were the leading 
shock or storm troops vf the Allies, 
aud during the whole course of the 
war they never lost a single gun. 

That it is recognized that such ser- 
vices cannot be measured in terms of 
money, and it is not the wish ot those 
who served that it should, still they 
suffered certain disabilitier during 
their terms of service, which Parli- 
ment, asrepresenting the whole peo- 
pit, is in duty bound to remove.

George G. Anderson, of Los An 
geles, California, the irrigation expert 
commissioned by the government of 
the province of Alberta to investiga: 
the possibility of the large irrigation 
scheme in Southern Alberta, known 
as the Lethbridge Northern project, 
is about to prepare an official report 
of his investigations for submission jo 


{the Alberta legislature, ; 


Mr. Anderson considers the propos: 
ed irrigation scheme in the northern 
Lethbridge district entirely feasible. 
Mr. Anderson states that he is satis- 
fied that adequate water supply is 
available, The survey work already 
done by the Dominion government 
has been carried out with great care- 
fulness and accuracy, but the estimate 
of costs that had been currently ac- 
cepted, largely on local and unofficial 
authority, he believes to be consider- 
ably under the amount that would 
actually be required.
